‘ing age, these famous lawmen since August 5, 1823, have lived and died to uphold the just.

In the beginning, ten brave men stood alone on the edge of the frontier between the settlers
and -the wilderness beyond. As the sound of the home builder’s hammer penetrated the silence
of the west, the Texas Ranger moved deeper into Indian land.

With the blast of the cannon, the Texas Ranger scouted and fought to make his new Re-
public an independent nation. And later when the report of the outlaw’s six-shooter broke the
tranquility of a peaceful settlement, the Texas Ranger came alone to apprehend the guilty.

Throughoﬁt the years these brave men faced an enemy of tremendous odds, but they pressed

onward, driven by a conviction that “no man in the wrong can stand up against a person that’s
in the right and keeps on a-comin!”

. The great history of the Texas Rangers is symbolized today by 51 men who live by the tradi-

tions of the past and combat the lawless of today with unequalled valor and knowledge.

These proud yet humble lawmen serve as a stabilizing force in the Lone Star State to make
our lives more secure. A deterrent to any foe or felon, an assurance to present and future gen-
erations, stands the knowledge that there will always be a Texas Ranger.

To commemorate this event — when for the ﬁrst time in their long brilliant history the Texas
Rangers gathered to be honored by the citizens of Texas — and to express appreciation to each
person who so generously contributed to finance the many projects of T. L. E. F., a special
medallion has been struck for each dinner guest.

The central -design has an interesting history. The first Texas Rangers, ten men appointed by
Stephen F. Austin in 1823 to “range” the state as protection for settlers against Indians, had no
official badge. Early badges were hand cut by the Rangers from Mexican silver dollars. The
basic design was a star, its points supporting a ring. The Rangers carved their names across the
upper part of the wheel . guests may wish to do the same on their medallions. )

When the Department of Public Safety was organized in 1935, this early design of the Texas
Rangers, the nation’s oldest state law enforcement group, was adapted for the basic badge of
~ the Department.
